.7 .Since the Commission has not 
hired a replacement and only one 
of its members, the former State 
Senator Robert E. Faulkner, of 
Coioma, has expressed any inten- 
tion of searching one out, Calvin 
will continue to run the show as 
he has since being hired in 1955. 
_• "Calvin has done an outstanding 
job 
with 
the 
county's road 


network. C o m p l a i n t s can be 
heard that some parts of the 
system are overdue for repair or 


new paving, but he can stretch a 
somewhat restricted budget only 
so far at any given time. 


Retaining him has the self 


apparent merit of. keeping a top 
rate man in public employment. 
Inasmuch as public service could 
benefit by more of his calibre, 
the Commission, in one sense, is 
taking the right tack. 


It is, however, a subterfuge. 
One of several purposes in a 


pension plan is to encourage the 
entry of new blood into an 
operation. If the man at the top 
holds on too long, the operation 
inevitably begins to suffer from 
tired blood.

The manner 
of- disengagement, rather than 
the merit of the war itself, has 
become a prime consideration. 
There is a world of difference 
between the cut-and-run philoso- 
phy of campus 
demonstrators 


and the attitude of millions of 
citizens who fee? that no matter 
what happens the stature of the 
United States, as a nation, must 
be brought through unimpaired. 


In the wake of the death of the 


four students at Kent State, 
there was an unprecedented wave 
of demonstrations, and some of 
them had surprising results. One

Wall Street's plea to Washing- 


ton has won it an aspirin for its 
recent headaches, in the form of 
easier credit for speculators.

.ments on Wall Street doesn't 
make the economy any stronger.

significance. 


Oddly, it did not receive the 
widespread publicity that might 
have been expected. According to 
Mrs. Wesley Pruden, Jr., writing 
in The National Observer, the 
financial district of Wall Street 
became the scene of what started 
out as a demonstration of anti- 
war students, but ended up as a 
massive show of support for 
President Nixon and his stand in 
South Viet Nam and Cambodia. 
The students were overrun by 
hundreds of construction workers 
— 
the 
men who put 
up - 


Manhattan's 
skyscrapers. 
The 


workers were joined by sympa- 
thetic office personnel. New York 
City saw the American flag rise 
. on building after building. Anti- 
war demonstrators were quickly 
overwhelmed in a spontaneous 
upsurge of plain, old fashioned 
patriotism. 


In Pruden's words, "On their 


own, the construction men hoist- 
ed flags to staffs on the skeletons 
of rising office and apartment 
spires in midtown Manhattan." 
On one building under construc- 
tion, a flag was stretched be- 
tween two girders and a flood- 
light illuminated it through the 
night. "We're proud of it," a 
construction man said. "That's 
our think, and we're doing it." 


Some accused union leaders of 


fomenting the demonstration of 
hard hat construction workers to 
which' one replied, "The unions 
had nothing to do with it. The 
men acted on their own because 
they were fed up with violence by 
the antiwar demonstrators. They 
were fed up with those who spat 
on the American flag and dese- 
crated it." 


Another said, "I don't think 


many guys are all that much for 
the war. . . But have you got to 
scream filth and make faces at 
God just to show how you feel? 
If those kids want to be against 
thq war, it's okay with me, I 
might even agree with them. But 
when they spit on the flag and 
call the President a pig that's 
where I get off." 


In this man's comment lies the 


one g r e a t factor that com- 
munists, viewing the American 
scene, may fail to discern. Many 
writers and commentators in our 
own country also fail to see this 
factor. It is simply that while a 
great many people are undoubt- 
edly opposed to the war in Viet 
Nam and will support what they 
believe to be the best course to 
bring U.S. participation to an 
end, they will, at the name time, 
stand up and be counted in no 
uncertain terms when the honor 
of flag and country are at stake. 


Much 
of 
the 
rising public 


disaffection w i t h campus be- 
havior stems from what appears 
to be a growing rift between 
those who basically believe in the 
U.S. system and those who would 
scrap it in favor of some other 
system that has yet to be clearly 
defined. The danger is that Hanoi 
and communism may mistake 
voices of those who preach the 
politics of dispair for the voice of 
the masses of ordinary Ameri- 
cans,
